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ADMINISTRATION OF THYMOL IN HOOKWORM DISEASE.

A case of unusually severe hookworm disease has recently come 
under our observation, in connection with which it was necessary 
to safeguard in every possible way all of the strength possessed by the 
patient. In order to do this and at the same time expel some of the 
worms, so that the patient could gain strength, the preliminary dose 
of magnesium sulphate (usually given the evening before the thymol 
is administered) was omitted, and very small doses of thymol were 
used. This plan was followed by satisfactory results. The patient 
gained in strength, and after several courses of treatment without 
preliminary salts the standard thymol treatment with salts was 
instituted. 

In several other cases, also, thymol was administered without pre- 
liminary salts, and hookworms were obtained. 

On theoretical grounds and from practical experience in these 
cases, we feel justified in recommending that in every severe case 
the preliminary salts be omitted and (as is already the custom) small 
doses of thymol be used for one or more courses of treatment. 

In one case (male, 16 years old) we obtained 347 worms with 10 

ains of thymol, followed but not preceded by salts. In one case 

male, 5 years old) 13 worms were obtained with 10 grains of thymol, 
followed but not preceded by salts. In one case (male, 26 years old) 
6 worms were obtained with 324 grains of thymol, followed but not 
preceded by salts. In one case (male, 24 years old) 24 worms were 
obtained with 30 grains of thymol, followed but not preceded by salts. 
In one case (male, 12 years old) 315 worms were obtained with 25 grains 
of thymol, followed but not preceded by salts. In one case (male, 17 
years old) 2,246 worms were obtained with 25 grains of thymol, pre- 
ceded and followed by salts. 

The number of worms obtained in any given case is influenced not 
only by the size of the dose of thymol, but also by the number and 
position of the worms present and thé amount of food in the intes- 
tinal tract. The principle upon which the small dose is used is tliat if 
numerous worms are present the thymol will reach at least some of 
them, and a case of -evere infection can thus gradually be reduced to 
one of lighter infection, and the risks (if any are present) can be 
reduced to a minimum. In other words, the element of safety for 
the patient is increased to the maximum by treating along very 
conservative lines.

MUNICIPAL ORDINANCES, RULES, AND REGULATIONS 
PERTAINING TO PUBLIC HYGIENE, 


[Adopted since Jan. !, 1910.] 
BERKELEY, CAL. 
MILK AND BUTTER—PRODUCTION, CARE, AND SALE. 


Section 1. From and after the date this ordinance takes effect no person shall 
expose for sale, or sell or deliver for sale or consumption, within the city of Berkeley 
any cream, milk, or butter without first obtaining a permit therefor from the board 
of health in accordance with the conditions in this ordinance hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 2. Any person desiring a permit to engage in the sale or disposition of milk, 
cream, or butter shall first make application therefor to the board of health, upon 
blanks provided for the purpose, stating the name and residence of the applicant, and 
the exact location from which he obtains or is to obtain his milk, cream, or butter, 
together with the names of the person or persons from whom he obtains or is to obtain 
his milk, cream, or butter, and if such applicant is a producer of milk the number of 
cows in his dairy herd; and the applicant shall further state the manner in which he 
intends to dispose of his milk, cream, or butter, and the application shall be signed by 
the applicant and filed in the office of the health department. 

Sec. 3. Upon receipt of proper 1 as provided in section 2, it shall be the 
duty of the milk inspector of the health department to visit and inspect the dairy 
farm, dairy, creamery, or other place of business, from which the applicant obtains, 
and where he proposes to place on sale, his milk, cream, or butter, and to prepare 
duplicate score cards of such dairy farm, dairy, creamery, or other place of business. 
One score card is to be retained by the ie and the other to constitute a report 
of the milk inspector to the board of health. 

Sec. 4. It shall thereupon be the duty of the board of health to issue a permit to 
sell and distribute milk, cream, or butter within the corporate limits of the city of 
Berkeley to each applicant whose dairy farm, dairy, creamery, or other place of busi- 
ness shall score a minimum total of 60 points according to the report of the milk 
inspector as provided in section 3; provided, however, that on recommendation of 
the milk inspector a temporary permit may be issued by the board of health to any 
applicant whose place of business shall score a total of 40. This temporary permit 
must be replaced by a final permit within a period of three months from the date of 
issuing said temporary permit. 

Sec. 5. The score cards used by the milk inspector shall be printed in the following 
forms for dairy farms, milk plants, and butter-making establishments:

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Sec. 6. The permits issued under the provisions of section 4 shall be numbered 
consecutively and recorded in the health department, and said permits shall be 
valid for one year unless revoked for causes hereinafter stated. 

Sec. 7. Each person granted a permit under the provisions of this ordinance shall 
cause the number of his permit to be legibly placed in figures not less than 2 inches 
in height on the outer side of all vehicles used vy him in the distribution of milk, 
cream, or butter within the corporate limits of the city of Berkeley, and all persons 
who sell milk, cream, or butter shall keep their permits posted in a conspicuous place 
on the wall of the room within which such sale is carried on. 

Sec. 8. The milk inspector shall at all times give advice and assistance to dairy- 
men in the matter of improving their scores, and shall maintain in the health depart- 
ment a public list of permit holders and their scores as determined by him from at 
least four regular annual inspections. 

Sec. 9. The milk inspector shall have authority to inspect any wagon or other 
means used in delivering milk, cream, or butter, or any farm, store, depot, shop, 
creamery, or any place where milk, cream, or butter is produced, offered for sale, or 
sold, and to take samples of milk, cream, or butter for the purpose of enforcing the 
provisions of this ordinance, providing, however, that a properly numbered and 
sealed, duplicate sample be left in the possession of the vendor, and that the milk 
inspector shall note the essential facts regarding the source of the sample on duplicate 
form provided for the purpose, one copy to accompany the sample to the analyst 
and the other to be retained by the inspector. 

Sec. 10. The sample of milk, cream, or butter secured under the provisions of 
section 9 will be analyzed chemically according to the methods advocated by the 
Association of Official Agricultural Chemists, and bacteriologically by the methods 
advocated by the American Public Health Association, and reported on forms pro- 
vided for that purpose. The products will then be scored in accordance with the 
following score cards for milk, cream, or butter:

Sec. 11. In addition to the standards of purity proclaimed by the Secretary of 
Agriculture, for milk products the following standards are hereby adopted in and 
for the city of E (clase ¥) 

Certified milk (class I).—The use of this term shall be limited to milk certified by 
medical milk commissions organized according to the laws of the State of California. 

Inspected milk (class I1).—This term shall be limited to milk produced and sold 
under the following conditions: 

(1) Any person desiring to produce inspected milk for sale in Berkeley shall make 
application to the board of health on blanks provided for the purpose. 
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(2) A permit will be granted by the board of health if it appears on the report of 
the milk inspector that the dairy farm, city milk plant and product of the applicant 
conform to the following regulations: 

(a) A minimum score of 80 on dairy farm and 90 on city milk plant and product 
as determined by the official score cards described in section 5 of this ordinance 
shall be maintained. 

(b) The herd shall be at all times free from diseases, determined from physical 
examination and ahnual tuberculin test by a licensed veterinarian designated by 
the board of health. 

(c) No lower grade of milk than inspected milk shall be produced in any one dairy. 
. sp eas milk shall be bottled in a room where no lower gradg of milk is 

andled. 

(e) Inspected milk shall be cooled to 50° F. and bottled at the dairy farm, or may 
be shipped in jacketed tanks cooled to 55° F. to the city milk plant and there bottled. 

(f) Inspected milk shall be delivered to the consumer in paraffin sealed bottles at 
a temperature not to exceed 60° F. 

(g) Inspected milk must not contain more than 100,000 bacteria per cc. at the 
time of delivery to consumer. 

(hk) In addition to the seal described in paragraph “‘/” the top of each bottle must 
be covered with a paper certificate bearing the following inscription: ‘Inspected 
milk, Berkeley board of health,’’ together with a serial number. 

(7) The certificates for use on milk bottles shall be furnished by the board of 
health at a cost of 50 cents per thousand. 

(3) Any violation of these regulations will constitute ground for revocation of the 
special permit to produce inspected milk for sale in Berkeley. 

Pasteurized milk (class 111).—The use of this term shall be limited to milk produced 
and sold under the following regulations: 

(1) Any person desiring to produce 7 see pe milk for sale in Berkeley shall make 
application to the board of health on blanks provided for the purpose. 

(2) A permit will be granted by the board of health if it appears on the report of the 
milk inspector that the pasteurizing machine of the applicant, in which he purposes 
to pasteurize the milk intended for sale in Berkeley, is equipped with a recording 
thermometer of a type acceptable to the board of health. 

(3) Pasteurization of milk is hereby defined as follows: 

Heating every portion of the milk to 140° F. and maintaining it at that temperature 
for 20 minutes. 

(4) (a) All milk heated as provided in regulation 3 shall be plainly marked on each 
bottle or can in which such milk is delivered to the consumer, with a paper label bear- 
ing the inscription, ‘‘Pasteurized milk, Berkeley board of health,’’ together with a 
serial number. 

(b) These labels shall be printed by the board of health and sold to the dealer at a 
price of 50 cents a thousand. 

(5) Pasteurization of milk shall not exempt any producer or dealer from any other 
provisions of this ordinance. 

(6) The thermometric record of all pasteurization of milk shall become the property 
of the board of health and shall be collected by its authorized representative. 

(7) Any violations of the regulations for the production of pasteurized milk shall 
result in a revocation of the permit to produce pasteurized milk for sale in Berkeley. 

Certified butter (class 1).—This term shall be limited to butter certified by a medical 
commission organized under the laws of the State of California. 

Sec. 12. For the enforcement of this ordinance the office of milk inspector of the 
health department of the city of Berkeley is hereby created. No person shall be 
appointed milk inspector who has not passed a satisfactory examination conducted 
by the board of health covering the subjects of veterinary pathology, dairy bacteri- 
ology, dairy chemistry, and general hygiene. 

Ec. 13. The board of health shall have power to revoke permits granted under 
the provisions of this ordinance, for the following causes: 

(1) Ascore below 60 on dairy farm, dairy, place of businesss, or products maintained 
for three months. 

(2) Misbranding products in violation of the standard established by the city of 
Berkeley for certified, inspected, or pasteurized milk, or certified butter. 

3) Maintaining any nuisance or unsanitary condition in dairy farm, dairy, or place 
of business. 

(4) Persistent disregard of suggestions of the milk inspector, given with a view to 
improving the score of dairy farm, dairy, place of business, or product. 

Sec. 14. Any person, firm, or corporation violating any of the provisions of this 
ordinance shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction thereof, 
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shall be punished by a fine of not more than $500, or by imprisonment for not more 
than 90 days, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Sec. 15. Ordinance No. 495-A and all ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict 
with this ordinance are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 16. This ordinance is hereby declared to be urgent and necessary for the 
preservation of the public health and safety and to more fully protect and promote 
the public welfare, and shall take effect immediately upon its passage. [Ordinance 
adopted Apr. 7, 1911.] 

JACKSONVILLE, FLA. 





MILK—PRODUCTION, CARE, AND SALE. 


Sec. 1. Every person, firm, or corporation desiring to seli or deliver milk or cream 
in the city of Jacksonville, shall make application annually to the city recorder for 
a milk license, paying therefor the sum of $3, and the license therefor shall be issued 
at the time and in the manner as now provided by ordinance. Such application 
shall be made on a printed form somuntbel by the city board of health, and the appli- 
cant, if an individual, shall state his or her full name and residence, and if a firm 
or corporation, shall state therein the full name and residence of each of its officers, 
place at which it is proposed to carry on the business, the number of wagons or other 
vehicles to be used in said business, and such other data as the city board of health 
shall require. The city recorder, upon receipt of such application, shall hand the 
same to the city health officer, who shall investigate, or have investigated, the place 
of business described in such application and the wagons and other vehicles, if any, 
intended to be used by such applicant. If such places of business, and such wagons 
or vehicles are found, upon such investigation, to be in a sanitary condition and fit 
for the use and purpose to which they are intended to be put, the city health 
officer shall, within 48 hours, report said applicant favorably to the city recorder, 
and the recorder shall issue a license to carry on, engage in, and conduct the busi- 
ness of vendors of milk in Jacksonville, at the place designated in such application 
only. All licenses granted pursuant to this ordinance may, at any time, be revoked 
by the city board of health, for the persistent, repeated or willful violation of any 
law or ordinance, or of any regulation of the board of health governing the sale of 
milk in the city: Provided, however, that no such license shall, at any time, be 
revoked by the city board of health, unless it shall have first given the holder of the 
same not less than 10 days notice in writing of its intention to revoke such license, 
and an opportunity to be heard why such should not be done. This proviso shall 
not be interpreted to apply to cases where the sale of milk or cream may be tem- 
porarily prohibited by the city health officer because of disease in the families where 
the milk is guoduced or handled, temporary unsanitary conditions or similar cases. 
Such licenses shall not be transferable and no license issued hereunder shall entitle 
or authorize the holder thereof to carry on, engage in, or conduct the business of 
vendor of milk-in any place or places other than that described or set out in such 
license. The location of such place of business can be changed only on approval of 
the city board of health. 

Sec, 2. The license to sell milk hereinbefore referred to shall be posted conspicu- 
ously in the applicant's place of business. Each wagon or other vehicle used by any 
vendor of milk shall have his name or the name of the firm or dairy printed in letters 
of readable size on each outer side, together with the license number, the latter to be 
in figures not less than 3 inches in height. 

Sec. 3. The city board of health shall have power to adopt such reasonable regula- 
tion as it may deem proper and necessary to insure all milk and cream intended for 
consumption in the city being produced, stored and delivered under conditions ren- 
dering them suitable for consumption as human food, such regulations to apply to 
dairies or creameries from which milk and cream so intended for consumption in the 
city are produced, whether said creameries or dairies are situated within or outside 
the limits of the city. Copies of such regulations and ordinances relating to the sale 
of milk shall be printed and kept for free distribution to the public. The city board 
of health shall have power to prohibit the sale of milk or cream produced, stored, orde- 
livered contrary to such regulations, and to the end that such regulations may be 
enforced the city board of health shall through its officers or agents, at least once each 
month, make an inspection of all dairy farms, stables or other places where milk or 
cream is produced, stored, or shipped for consumption in the city, and shall have the 
right at any time to inspect or have inspected milk offered for sale or intended for sale. 
Where full seerenty to make inspection is denied, or where upon inspection it is 
found that milk or cream is not produced, stored, or delivered in accordance with such 
regulations, the city board of health may prohibit the sale thereof in the city until 
such time as in its opinion the reason for such exclusion shall have ceased. 
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Sc. 4. The system of inspection employed by the city board of health shall be 
in accordance with the score card of the dairy division of the Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try of the United States Department of Agriculture. 

Sec. 5. It shall be unlawful for any person or persons to adulterate milk offered for 
sale or sold within the limits of the citv by mixing therewith water or any other sub- 
stance, or to sell any milk from which the cream or any part thereof has been removed, 
except it be sold and labeled as skimmed; and no person shall, within the limits of the 
city, sell or offer for sale any milk of a diseased cow or of a cow two weeks before or five 
days after —- 

Reo. 6. All milk bottles or other containers shail be washed and thoroughly cleansed 
before being returned to any vendor of milk, and ne bottles or other containers shall 
be filled with milk by any dealer or vendor of milk until they have been thoroughly 
cleansed and sterilized. 

Sec. 7. No person selling or distributing milk or cream shall remove any empty 
milk bottle or container from any dwelling where contagious disease exists, except 
under such conditions as authorized by the city board of health. 

Sec. 8. No vendor of milk or cream within the corporate limits of the city shall sell 
or deliver any milk or cream that does not come up to such standard of bacterial con- 
tent as may be determined upon by the city board of health, but such standard shall 
not be higher than that prescribed by the dairy division of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

Sec. 9. Every person engaged in the production, storage, or distribution of milk, 
immediately upon the occurrence of any case or cases of infectious or contagious 
disease, either in himself or family, or amongst his employees, or within the buildings 
or premises where milk is stored, sold, or distributed for use in the city, shall notify 
the city board of health and, at the same time, suspend the sale and distribution of 
milk until authorized to resume the same by the city health officer. 

Sec. 10. No person shall offer, expose, or hold for a, or deliver any milk or cream, 
= the corporate limits of the city, which registers a temperature above 50° Fahren- 

eit. 

Src. 11. No person shall distribute, sell, or have in his possession with intent to 
distribute or sell, any milk which contains less than 12 per cent of milk solids, or 
more than 88 per cent of watery fluids, or less than 3 per cent of milk fats, provided, 
however, that it shall not be unlawful for any person to distribute, sell, or have in his 
possession with intent to distribute or sell, in a container having a capacity of not 
more than 12 fluid ounces, milk especially prepared for infant or invalid feeding b 
adding thereto pure water, milk sugar, onal starches, or other substances which shall 
not differ in purity, quality, or strength from the standard fixed by this ordinance, 
provided, that such milk shall be labeled ‘‘modified milk.” 

Src. 12. It shall be unlawful for any vendor or distributor of milk or cream to 
transfer from one container to another any milk or cream for retail consumption at 
any point outside of the dairy or milk room of said vendor, where the filling of bottles 
or other containers may be done in compliance with the provisions of this ordinance. 

Sec. 13. It shall be the duty of the city health officer to cause a complete record 
to be kept of all milk or cream, inspected or condemned, with reasons for condemnation 
and record of tests, showing the name of the inspector making the report. Such 
records shall be open for inspection by any owner or manager of any dairy or creamery 
“ of any vendor of milk or cream, also to the general public during reasonable office 

ours. 

Sec. 14. It shall be the duty of the budget committee each year to provide the 
sum of $3,200 to be used by the city board of health to defray the expenses incident 
to the bacteriological examinations and dairy inspection necessary to the enforce- 
ment of this ordinance. 

Sec. 15. There shall be appropriated $500 to be expended by the city board of 
health for the furnishing ae equipment of a chemical and bacteriological laboratory 
for the carrying out of the tests and examinations necessary to the proper enforce- 
ment of this ordinance. 

Sec. 16. Any person, who shall violate any provision of this ordinance, shall, on 
conviction in the municipal court, for each offense, be punished by a fine of not less 
than $5 nor more than $100, or by imprisonment of not less than 10 days nor more 
than 60 days. Upon a second conviction in the municipal court during any license 
year, the city board of health may, at its discretion, revoke the license of such person, 
firm, or corporation for the remainder of the license year. 

Sec. 17. In all cases where the city health officer is authorized to act under this 
ordinance his acts shall be final until changed, modified, or reversed by the city 
board of health. 

Src. 18. This ordinance shall go into effect and become operative on the Ist day 
of Octoher, 1910. [Ordinance adopted May 17, 1910.} 
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YOUNGSTOWN, OHIO. 
MILK—APPLICATION OF TUBERCULIN TEST TO DAIRY CATTLE. 


Section 1. Who may make the te:t:.—Tuberculin test made on animals supplying the 
city of Youngstown with milk or milk products shall be made by persons who are 
entitled under the laws of the State of Ohio to practice veterinary surgery. 

Sxc. 2. Preparing for the te:t.—Before beginning to make the tests the animal must 
be securely tied up by the head either in a stanchion or with a rope or chain. The 
veterinary shall not proceed to make the test until any abnormal heat caused by 
exercise, excitement or worry, etc., shall have been reduced and until the animal 
is thoroughly cooled off. The veterinarian shall, before beginning to inject the tuber- 
culin, see that his hands and all instruments employed are thoroughly disinfected, 
and the syringe needle must be dipped into an antiseptic solution between injections. 

Sec. 3. Taking the temperature before inoculation.—The regular injection method of 
tuberculin tests shall be employed. The temperature shal] be taken at least three 
times on the day preceding or the day of the inoculation at two-hour intervals, and 
if from any cause the temperature of the animal to be tested should be abnormal or 
very irregular, the test of that particular animal shall not continue, as the result 
may be inaccurate, but shall be reduced at a later period. 

Sec. 4. The inoculation and the taking of the temperatures thereafter.—The tuberculin 
shall be injected under the skin with an ordinary hypodermic syringe at the conclusion 
of the temperature tests mentioned in section 3, and beginning between nine and ten 
hours after such inoculation the temperature of the animal shall be taken four times at 
two-hour intervals. The temperature tests so reported shall be interpreted as follows: 

(a) When a raise of two or more degrees above the highest temperature before inocu- 
lation is recorded on the first, second, and third tests of temperature after inoculation, 
then the animal shall have been considered to have reacted positively. 

(b) When a raise of two or more degrees above the highest temperature before 
inoculation is recorded on the second, third, and fourth tests of temperature after 
inoculation, then the animal shall have been considered to have reacted positively. 

(c) When a raise of two or more dezrees above the highest temperature before inocula- 
tion is recorded on the third and fourth tests after inoculation then a fifth test of tem- 
perature must be taken, and if the fifth test of temperature is two or more degrees 
above the highest before inoculation then the animal shall have been considered to 
have reacted positively. 

(d) When only two tests are recorded with a raise of two or more degrees above the 
highest temperature then the animal shall be considered to have reacted negatively, 
unless other animals in the same herd shall have reacted positively, when such animal 

shall be considered suspicious to be separated from the rest of the herd and retested 
six weeks later. 

(e) If less than two degrees above the highest temperature before inoculation -is 
recorded after inoculation upon four observations then the animal shall be considered 
to have reacted negatively, unless other animals in the herd shall have reacted posi- 
tively, when such animal shall be regarded as suspicious to be separated from the rest 
of the herd and subsequently retested. 

f) ~ “ges added to a herd must be kept separate and tested at the expiration of 
six weeks. 

Sec. 5. The tagging of animals.—All animals supplying the city of Youngstown with 
milk or milk fan. wo shall be tested at least every 12 months and all tested animals 
which are tubercular free shall have placed upon them at the time of making the test 
by the veterinary who made said test an indestructible tag, adopted as the official 
tag by the board of health and which shall be obtained by the veterinary making said 
test at the office of the board of health. 

Sec. 6. Statement to be submitted.—A sworn statement must be filed with the Bureau 
of Milk Inspection signed by the veterinary making such test for every tuberculin- 
tested animal supplying the city of Youngstown with milk or milk products. This 
statement must also state the age and color of the animal and any other distinctive 
marks shown by the animal. In addition, the statement must show the temperature 
record of the animal at each temperature test taken preceding and following the inocu- 
lation, the date and the exact time of taking these temperatures, and the date and time 
of making the injection, the amount and kind of tuberculin used; the name and 
address of the owner and the address of the person making such test shall also be 
placed upon said statement. The statement submitted shall also indicate the date 
of the last tuberculin test made upon the animal, the length of time the animal has 
been in the herd, and the name of the previousowner. [Regulation, board of health, 
adopted Apr. 13, 1910.]

In connection with the making and maintenance of a squirrel-free 
zone around the cities of California on San Francisco = 9,220 
acres of land in Alameda County were covered with poison during the 
week ended November 18, 1911. 

During the same period 10,360 acres of land in San Joaquin County 
and 7, 740 acres in Stanislaus County were covered with poison for 
the purpose of eradicating plague foci.

The regulation stands that for all cholera contacts arriving on vessels upon which 
cholera has occurred, the period of detention under quarantine observation shall be 
10 days, unless after 5 days’ detention they are found not to be cholera-bacillus carriers.

Consul Maynard at Harbin, China, reports October 28: In con- 
sequence of the appearance of plague in the Transbaikal Province 
near the Manchurian border, a meeting of the executive committee 
of the chief sanitary board was held on October 24 in the railway 
administration building at Harbin, in accordance with paragraph 1 
of the regulations confirmed by the supreme committee November 19, 
1908, for preventing the spreading of plague along the railway zone. 









































1953 December 8, 1911 


Gen. Horvath, manager of the railway and chairman of the com- 
mittee, officially reported the appearance of plague, and chief doctor, 
Yasenski, stated that a telegram had been received regarding the 
discovery of the first cases of bubonic page at a village near Shara- 
sung on the Transbaikal Railway, and stated that orders had been 
issued by the administration to adopt measures to prevent plague 
from spreading to the territory along the Chinese Eastern Railway. 

In accordance with the above mentioned report, the committee 
ordered that branch committees be organized at station Manchuria, 
Hailar, and Harbin, to which points all persons suffering from plagué 
shall be taken. 

In view of the fact that reserve and new soldiers will shortly be 
transported, orders were issued to disinfect all cars before occupation, 
and to each train must be added an extra car in which sick persons 
may be isolated, and all trains must have separate cars for military 
use. 

To prevent people afflicted with plague from entering the territo 
along the line of the railway, mounted outposts will be stationed on a 
roads, and all travelers desiring to enter the villages will be exam- 
ined, and all suspected persons will have their temperature taken, 
and be isolated. 

All passengers coming from places where cases of plague are known 
to exist shall be isolated for 5 days before permission will be granted 
them to board trains; and people who have come in contact with 
plague during journeys on the railway will be subject to like isolation. 

On October 25 a rumor was received to the effect that one person 
in the isolation camp near Sharasung had died of plague, and on the 
following day this rumor was confirmed, the patient having died in 
great pain from the septic form of plague. 

The sanitary committee at Hailar will be under the control of 
Engineer Skvortsoff, and, at Harbin, under Engineer Zaharoff. 

or the inspection of passengers sanitary cars with doctors and 
assistants will be attached to all trains, except express trains, between 
station Manchuria and Harbin. On October 28 a telegram was 
received from the governor of the Transbaikal Province stating that 
5 persons had died from plague at the village of Nadaravsk near 
station Sharasung. The last patient died on October 23, and there 
have been no new cases since that date.
